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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1. Claims 1-3, 16-24, 26, 28, 30-33 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants state that "Amended claim 1 is clearly illustrated in the embodiment of figures 
19-21, but where is the "AND logic" of line 10 of the "EXOR" logic of line 1 1 shown in Figs. 
19-21? Also in claim 1 the "plurality of EXOR logic units" of line 15 fail to be clearly related to 
the "EXOR logic" of lines 8 and 1 1 and the "AND logic" of line 10. Claims 16 and 18-21 
contain deficiencies similar to claim 1. Lines 1-3 of claim 2 and claims 3, 22-24, 26, 28 and 30- 
33 are the recitation of function without adequate structural basis. To what disclosed structure 
does the "plurality of OR logic units" of line 3 of claim 2 correspond? In claim 17 the meaning 
of the phrases "a small symmetric function" and "a large symmetric function" is indefinite, the 
phrases "said symmetric function", line 5, "the selected logic circuit", line 7 and "said other 
symmetric function", line 10 lack clear antecedent basis and the "can be used" language of line 8 
is indefinite. Claim 41 is inconsistent with claims 1 and 21 because they are limited to a parallel 
counter. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 16-24, 26, 28, 30-33 and 41 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
